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THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends: 


In the Sixth Issue (July 1982) 'The Mintmaster's Quill’, I ex- 
pouned the benefits of coin club memberships. In that editorial, the 
reasons, and thus the advantages, for belonging and participating in 
a local coin club were articulated. 


These benefits can be summarized as opportunities to deal and to 
bargain, increased knowledge, social, and lastly, fellowship. Few I 
am sure would argue with these benefits, nor offer any solid objection 
to or disadvantage of coin club membership. 


My point in this editorial is to argue that a collector not just 
belong to one coin club, but to more than one coin club. 


Being an active member of one coin club is desirable and commend- 
able; however, belonging to more than one coin club, and attending 
and particpating, increases substantially one's numismatic horizons. 


The benefits given for being part of one coin club are multi- 
plied significantly by being involved with one more coin club, and if 
possible, the benefits increased geometrically if one is involved in 
three or more coin clubs. 


In my travels and contacts through the past few years, I have @ 
observed one negative facet of our hobby and its coin clubs, that is, 

a provincial attitude. Collectors and their coin clubs tend to be 

local, think local, act local, and stay local. 


This restricting cuts measurably into one's numismatic horizons. 
For a matter of a few miles traveling and hours once or twice a month, 
a whole new world opens to opportunities to deal and to bargain, in- 
creased knowledge, social, and lastly, fellowship. 


One does not or should not live in a vacuum, and most of us be- 
lieve and practice such. Thus, why not apply such philosophy to one's 
hobby? If you belong and attend just one coin club, this equals, on 
the average, only twelve times a year; but, just one more coin club 
membership would double or triple that time. 


Of course, I am aware that many NCNA Heads and Tales readers are 
active members of two or more coin clubs, but for those who are not, 
think about it. Think what your hobby and collections mean to you and 
en tape of coin club membership. Then make use of NCNA's ‘Coin
